When the 
fortress was later surrounded by troops 
the, Maximalists ran up a white flag 
and surrendered. 

The troops received orders to clear 
out the Maximalists‘from the home of 
the celebrated dancer and take possess- | 
sion of the fortress In the early hours 
of the morning a regiment ot bicycle 
troops reached the capital and rode to 
the Field of Mars.

Shortly after receipt of this message 
came one from the Western Union cable 
office in London where the original dis- 
patch was filed, correcting the passage 
in question to read.

Meantime, of course, the 
dispatch had been printed and circu- 
lated and had aroused widespread dis- 
cussion. 7. 

No explanation of the error beyond 
the mere admission of it was obtainable 
from the Western Union company. The 
sole addition to the information on the 
subject from that-source came in a dis- 
patch to THe Times from the New York 
office of the company, giving the pas- 
Sage as erroneously received at this 
end of the cable as “ sixteen hundred 
thousand.” 

A later dispatch yesterday treme Mr. 
Grasty said: My cable reads, Month- 
ly loss six hundred thousand tons.’ All 
the facts, figures, and conclusions in 
that dispatch came from an unimpeach- 
able source, and were submitted to the 
Admiralty censor, who subjected it to 
critical supervision, cutting out 
tions."’

bers for the present board of 46, im- 
poses on the next Mayor of New York 
a duty 
which the Peorganization of the public 
school system and its improvement or 
deterioration in the next oo" years 
depend. 

We all know the cardinal importance 
of an efficient public school system to 
the community, the frequent dissatis- 
faction with its results, showing the 
| critical spirit of the people, the great 
sums of money that the’ city must 
spend on the schools. The new board 
will have to appoint a successor to 
Superintendent MaxweELL. It will have 
to appoint a multitude of teachers. 
The Gary system, the co-operative and 
vocational systems, are functions and 
forms of education that seem destined 
to a wider range and popularity, what- 
ever controversies have raged about 
them, and especially almut the first. 
Intelligent direction of them, as of all 
other parts of the school system, is 
necessary. 

Without opening old wounds, it is 
sufficient to say that neither the su- 
pervision nor the discipline of the 
teaching body has been adequate. A 
spirit of revolt and a dependence upon 
Albany have too often been manifest- 
ed by too many Inefficients 
have been able to kéep their posts. A 
sort of trade unionism, a disposition 
to regard the teachers as an indepen- 
dent corporation existing for its own 
benefit, has manifested itself disagree- 
ably at times. 

Primarily and finally, the root of all 
evil in the administration of the schools 
has been politics. The Tammany the- 
ory and practice of public school edu- 
cation is that they furnish a goodly 
lot of offices to be given, as far as 
possible, to the faithful, to be parceled 
out; nor is Tammany alone in that. 
Be good to your friends, defend your 
favorites: that is the gospel of the 
politicians.

By our 
laws every citizen between the ages 
of 18 and 45 years is lable to mil- 
itary. duty in 1 of war. The Se- 
lective Conscription act gives form to 
that law, as far as it affects some of 
the younger men. If the occasion 
requires it, the law will be amended 


.|to draw into the national service both 


youngtr and older men. The present 
situation in Europe shows that there 
is little hope of a speedy termination 
of the great conflict of democracy 
with military autocracy. All the re- 
sources of this country must be 
thrown in the balance for our national 
safety. 

The draft law was accepted by the 
mandate of the people. It is the 
only fair way of raising an army in 
a demogracy. The Provost Marshal 
General is confident that the manner 
n which the draft has been effected 
has left no chance for elther injustice 
or fraud. There is absolutely no ap- 
prehension of serious opposition in 
any State. The men required for the 
regular army and National Guard win 
be placed as s as their selection is 
confirmed. he remainder of the 
687,000, forming the national army, 
will be in their cantonments by Sept.

We shall have an abundance of 
vegetables and of ail kinds | of grain 
except wheat.

Acreage was 
increased by 15 per cent. Prices are 
very high now because only a small 
quantity of old corn is left.

AND OPERATION.

the submerines. The fastest ships 
can actually run away from the sub- 
marines and their torpedoes, which 
latter only maintain their speed and 
accuracy for short distances. Next 
to speed, handiness in manoeuvring is 
the best safeguard of the vessel at- 
tacked. A slow ship on a sigzag 

course is almost as hard to hit as a 
fast ship. The

The difficulty lies in apptying the 
rule to the given case. The demand 
for speed is the same whether the 
ship is of wood or steel, and applies 
to all projected plans of construction 
so far as is publicly known.

It is not pos- 
sible to suggest it for transports, but 
it is possible for small and compara- 
tively slow supply ships, of which 
scme will get through and pay for 
the venture in proportion to the 
greatness of the need which they re- 
lieve. No doubt that argues strong- 
ly against wooden ships. Speed can- 
not be had without length of con- 
struction which is difficult for wood- 
en craft, nor without’ power which 
wracks wooden construction.

His pre- 
tense that Germany has begtowed free- 
dom upon Russia would de amusing if 
it were not so pitifully childish. 

But does he really expect to make 
Inte nt men anywhere believe that 
the electoral reforms proposed for the 
German Reichstag would, if successfully 
carried through, make Prussia more 
democratie than England or ‘France? 
Why doesn’t he have the audacity to 
add America? 

The purpose of this interview is un- 
doubtedly politiénl, and it seems in- 
tended for American consumption. The 
professor may be laboring under the old 
obsession that German-Americans are 
still susceptible to Prussian propaganda, 
that they merely need information from 
reliable sources—namely, Prussian. 

America is in this war and with broad- 
ly defined aims. The German-Ameri- 
cans are in it, too; in spite of good pro- 
fessions, some. of them are in it only 
after a‘ fashion. They would be loud 
for quitting if the subnesrinés ceased 
their worst activities.

Each of us may use 
any system of notation we prefer, 
binary, decimal, @uodecimal, &., and 
what we say or write will be wunder- 
stood by others thore or less readily, 
because numbers are governed by m- 
mutable’ laws and are not based on 
convention; but in discussing quantities 
we must use a system of measurement 
which is understood by these whom we 
address, which has been established by 
convention. No human device estab- 
lished dy convention, language alone 
excepted, is more deeply rooted in the 
minds and usages of a people than their 
system of weights and méastires. It 
enters into every transaction of daily

Berkman May Be oad Rear- 
rested Under Indictment Found

Judge Learned Hand of the Federal 
District Court, issued an order yester- 
day ‘afternoon directing United States 
Marshal Thomas D. McCarthy to send 
deputies to the Federal penitentiaries at 
Atlanta and Jefferson City, Mo., to 
bring to New York Alexander Berkman, 
Emma Goldman, Morris Becker, and 
Louis Kramer, the four anarchists, now 
serving sentences in those prisons on 
conviction of conspiracy to obstruct the 
military laws. Harry Weinberger, the 
lawyer for the anarchists, got a writ 
from Assoctate Justice Louis D. Bran- 
deis of the United States Supreme Court 
on Thursday, granting permission to the 
anarchists to appeal from the sentences 
of the lower court and authorizing their 
liberation on bait On the case of Berk- 
man and Emma Goldman Justice Bran- 
deis fixed bail.at $25,000 each and $10,- 
000 in the cases of Becker and Kramer. 

When arrested in New York several 
weeks ago, Berkman and Emma Gold- 


curity. Since“their, conviction the Gov- 
ernment has impounded $20,000 of the 
amount as security for the 610,000 fines 
which were imposed on them in addi- 
| tion to the prison sentences. There was 
no indication yesterday. that the Gov- 
ernment would release the impounded 
money without a contest and unless this 
is done the impression is that the two 
anarchist leaders will have a hard time 
raising the cash to secure their liberty.
